Ucbts-A  Beautiful  Towh  Built 
by  a  Great  Manufacturing 
Company. 

Correspondence  New  York  Sun. 

When  in  1880  the  rapidly  extending 
business  of  the  Pullman  Palace  Car  Com¬ 
pany  necessitated  the  erection  of  ne# 
works,  Mr.  George  M.  Pullman  found  an 
opportunity  for  carrying  into  effect  a  the¬ 
ory  which  he  had  long  entertained.  The 
first  question  to  be  decided  was  as  to  the 
location  of  the  shops.  A  great  deal  of 
land  was  required,  and  to  secure  the  ne¬ 
cessary  space  in  any  portion  of  Chicago 
would  have  called  for  the  expenditure  of 
a  very  large  sum  of  money.  More  than 
three  thousand  workingmen  were  to  be' 
employed,  and  if  the  shops  were  located 
in  the  city  these  men,  with  their  families, 
would  be  compelled  to  live  in  crowded 
and  unhealthy  tenements,  in  miserable 
streets,  and  they  and  their  children  would 
be  subject  to  all  1  he  temptations  and 
snares  of  a  great  city.  Looking  at  the 
matter  from  the  standpoint  of  a  capitalist, 
and  from  that  of  the  workingman  as  well, 
Mr.  Pullman  felt  that  it  would  be  better 
for  all  concerned  if  the  new  works  could 
be  established  in  the  country.  There 
was  no  town  already  built  that  commend¬ 
ed  itself  to  him.  In  all  to  which  his  at¬ 
tention  was  drawn  there  were  cheap  and 
shabby  houses,  numerous  saloons  and  as¬ 
sociations  not  of  the  best.  To  establish 
the  enterprise  in  one  of  these  would,  per¬ 
haps  answer  the  purposes  of  the  company, 
but  the  moral  and  physical  well-being  of 
the  woiking  people  would  have  to  be  lost 
sight  of.  Unwilling  to  give  up  his  the¬ 
ory,  Mr,  Pullman  determined  to  build  a 
town  to  order.  There  is  a  provision  in 
the  charter  of  the  Pullman  Palace  Car 
Company  which  prevents  that  corporation 
from  owning  as  much  land  as  was  requ  r- 
edforMr.  Pullman’s  purpose.  To  obvi¬ 
ate  this  difficulty  the  Pullman  Land  Com¬ 
pany  was  organized,  Mr.  Geo.  Pullman 
being  the  president  and  owner  of  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  stock. 

South  of  Chicago,  for  many  miles,  the 
country  is  very  undesirable.  Near  the 
lake  it  resembles  the  pine  barrens  of  the 
sea  shore.  Further  inland  it  is  marshy 
and  low.  The  double  tracks  of  the  East¬ 
ern  trunk  lines  form  ridges  through  it, 
and  between  them  the  surface  water  ac¬ 
cumulates,  or  trickles  away  to  Lako  Calu¬ 
met.  This  is  a  small  body  of  water  which 
empties  into  Lake  Michigan  at  South 
Chicago,  and  the  shores  of  which  are  soft 
and  swampy.  The  object  of  Mr. Pullman 
being  to  find  cheap  land,  lie  was  easily 
satisfied  with  that  offered  to  him  in  this 
locality.

Pul&naft  was  tb  be  "put  to  the  test.  His 
theory  needs  to  be  understood  before  his 
town  can  be  comprehended.  The  Sun's 
correspondent  visited  him  at  his  Chicago 
office  recently  and  made  a  few  enquiries. 
Mr.  Pullman  is  calm,  dignified,  and  cour¬ 
teous,  a  little  past  middle  life,  but  just  in 
the  prime  of  a  wondersully  successful 
business  career. 

mr.  Pullman’s  own  account  of  the 
ENTERPRISE; 

“  The  building  of  Pullman,"’  he  said, 

‘  ‘  was  undertaken  simply  as  a  matter  of 
business.  I  have  little  of  the  sentimental 
in  my  natnre.  I  abhor  abstruse  problems. 
I  can  see  nothing  in  this  enterprise  which 
is  not  a  matter  of  finance,  pure  and  simple. 
I  have  always  -believed  that  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  good  in  human  nature  ;  that 
men  naturally  prefer  to  be  clean,  to  have 
pleasant  homes,  and  to  be  respected  by 
their  fellowmen.  We  are  all  very  largely 
creatures  of  our  own  surroundings  and 
associations.  If  you  take  a  boorish 
countryman  with  the  mud  of  the  farm  on 
his  boots,  or  a  city  rough,  into  your  par¬ 
lor,  in  the  presence  of  your  wife  and 
children,  he  will  sit  up  a  little  straighter 
and  attempt  to  bo  a  iittle  more  polite  than 
is  habitual  with  him.  In  a  city  like  this 
the  scarcity  of  room  drives  mechanics  and 
other  workingmen  to  the  most  miserable 
tenements,  where  cleanliness  is  almost 
impossible,  and  where,  the  association 
being  nearly  all  bad,  they  and  their  fam¬ 
ilies  find  it  almost  impossible  to  lift 
themselves  above  the  squalor  with  which 
they  are  surrounded.  Then,  too,  tile 
temptations  of  the  city  are  not  to  bo  over¬ 
looked.  Denied  many  social  advantages, 
the  workingman  is  apt  to  drift  for  recrea¬ 
tion  into  low  saloons,  where  his  earnings 
are  spent,  and  soon  his  misery  and  that 
of  his  family  are  increased  by  his  habits 
of  dissipation.  Such  a  man  is  not  more 
profitable  to  his  employer  than  he  is  to 
himself.

Company  which  prevents  that  corporation 
from  owning  as  much  land  as  was  requ  r- 
ed  for  Mr.  Pullman's  purpose.  To  obvi¬ 
ate  this  difhculty'the  Pullman  Land  Com¬ 
pany  was  organized,  Mr.  Geo.  Pullman 
being  the  pi  esident  and  owner  of  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  stock. 

South  of  Chicago,  for  many  miles,  the 
country  is  very  undesirable.  Near  the 
lake  it  resembles  the  pine  barrens  of  the 
sea  shore.  Fuither  inland  it  is  marshy 
and  low.  The  double  tracks  of  the  East¬ 
ern  trunk  lines  form  ridges  through  it, 
arnd  between  them  the  surface  water  ac¬ 
cumulates,  or  trickles  away  to  Lake  Calu¬ 
met.  This  is  a  small  body  of  waiter  which 
empties  into  Lake  Michigan  at  South 
Chicago,  and  the  shores  of  which  are  soft 
and  swampy.  The  object  of  Mr. Pullman 
being  to  find  cheap  land,  he  was  easily 
satisfied  with  that  offered  to  him  in  this 
locality.  Three  thousand  acres  were  pur¬ 
chased  at  a  merely  nominal  price.  The 
tract  n®  situated  along  and  near  Lake 
Calumet,  and  lies  on  both  sides  of  the  Il¬ 
linois  Central  railway,  about  fourteen 
miles  from  this  city.  To  build  a  city  in 
such  a  place  looked  like  a  great  undertak¬ 
ing.  But  it  was  exactly  what  Mr.  Pull¬ 
man  desired.  He  wanted  everything  to 
be  new,  and  of  the  host  quality.  The 
sewerage  problem  was  the  neixt  to  be 
solved.  The  land  was,  as  has  been  said, 
low  and  level.  No  natural  outlets  could 
be  contrived.  A  great  well  was,  there- 
•fttft*,  dug,  and  all  the  sewers  of  the  town, 
which  were  quickly  built  in  the  most  sub¬ 
stantial  manner  in  all  the  streets,  were 
made  to  centre  in  this  cesspool.  Simul¬ 
taneously  with  the  sewers  water  and  gas 
pipes  were  laid.  The  streets,  which  are 
broad  and  straight,  were  then  laid  out  and 
macadamized. 

LAYING  OUT  A  CITY. 

While  this  work  was  in  progress  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  sanitary  engi¬ 
neer  employed  for  the  purpose  by  Mr. 
Pullman,  the  architect,  Mr.  Beaman,  of 
New  York,  was  busy  with  his  plans.

Denied  many  social  advantages, 
tho  workingman  is  apt  to  drift  for  recrea¬ 
tion  into  low  saljons,  where  his  earnings 
are  spent,  and  soon  liis  misery  and  that 
of  his  family  are  increased  by  his  habits 
of  dissipation.  Such  a  man  is  not  more 
profitable  to  his  employer  than  he  is  to 
himself.  Believing  these  things  os  I  do, 

1  could  not  but  fool  that  a  place  like  Pull¬ 
man  would  bo  a  good  investment.  Solely 
as  such  was  it  undertaken.  1  have  not 
been  disappointed  in  it  in  any  respect. 
It  is  a  beautiful  place,  and  even  on  the 
hardest  the  effect  of  tho  handsome  sur¬ 
roundings  has  been  beneficial.  On  abroad 
avenuo  lined  with  cosy  houses,  with 
flowers  and  lawns  on  every  hand,  and 
scrupulous  neatness  every  where, maintain¬ 
ed,  a  man  of  the  dullest  mind  would  feel 
ashamed  to  appear  in  public  in  his  shirt 
sleeves  or  barefooted.

They  are 
rented  to  anybody  of  good  character  for 
sume  calculated  to  return  six  per  cent,  on 
the  investment.  So  many  houses  were 
built  at  onetime  they  were,  of  course,  put 
up  much  cheaper  than  they  could  have 
been  constructed  one  by  one.  The  rents 
are  therefore,  much  less  than  those  asked 
for  houses  equally  good  in  the  city,  or 
even  in  their  neighboring  towns.  To  sup¬ 
ply  so  large  a  population  with  religious 
and  educational  facilities  became  the 
duty  of  the  founder  of  the  town,  as  well 
as  to  provide  for  stores  and  markets.

A  CITY  WITH  NO  CORPORATIVE  GOVERX- 
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Wate&. — -Three  level  tablespoon*- 
ful  of  white  poppers*,,  three  level  table- 
spoonaful  of  salt,  one  and  one  half  pinta  of 
water.  Boil  this  for  a  few  momenta  and 
put  a  drop  in  the  eye  night  and  morning. 
Be  careful  in  the  nae  of  it.,  as  ilt  is  poison¬ 
ous.  This  is  known  to  be  an  unfailing 
remedy  for  weak  and  inflamed  eyes.  It 
should  be  diluted  if  used  with  babies. 

To  Sweeten  Rancid  Butter. — A  cor¬ 
respondent  of  the  Country  Gentleman 
states  that  she  has  rendered  butter  that 
was  too  rancid,  even  for  cooking,  perfect¬ 
ly  sweet  by  cutting  it  into  pieces  of  about 
a  pound  each,  wrapping  the  pieces  in 
clean,  white  cloths,  and  burying  them  a 
foot  or  more  deep  in  the  ground,  allowing 
them  to  lie  a  week  or  two,  then  washing 
and  resalting.  A  correspondent  of  the 
Rural  New  Yorker  advises  the  boiling  of 
the  butter,  with  the  addition  of  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  salt  and-  a  teaspoonful  of  soda,  to 
two  or  three  pounds  of  butter,  then  pour¬ 
ing  it  into  a  crock  to  c*rbl.  ^ 

Luminous  Paint. — Take  oyster  shells 
and  clean  them  with  warm  water.  Put 
them  in  the  fire  for  half  an  hour,  and 
take  them  out,  cool  them,  pound  them 
fine,  and  remove  the  worthless  gray  parts. 
Put  the  powder  into  a  crucible,  with  al¬ 
ternate  layers  of  sulphur.  Close  the  lid 
and  seal  it  up  with  sand  made  into  a  stiff 
paste  with  beer.  After  the  crucible  has 
been  over-the  fire  for  an  hour,  and  after¬ 
wards  cooled,  the  contents  will  be  found 
to  be  white.  Sift  the  powder  carefully, 
and  mix  it  with  gum  water.  This  gives  a 
paint  which  remains  luminous  for  a  long 
time  after  dark,  if  it  is  first  exposed  to 
day  light. 

Gilding  Leather.— We  find  in  the 
Papierzeitung  the  following  method  de¬ 
scribed  for  gilding  leather.  It  is  firsfl 
moistened  with  a  sponge,  then  stretched 
and  tacked  to  a  board.  When  dry  it  re¬ 
ceives  a  coat  of  thick  isinglass  solution, 
then  one  of  white  of  egg  that  has  been 
beaten  and  allowed  to  settle.  Upon  this 
is  laid  lightly  with  a  brush  sheets  of  sil¬ 
ver  foil,  which  are  then  pressed  down 
with  a  wad  of  cotton  wool.

This  the  learned  judges  held  the  evidence  did 
not  do.

This  was 
certainly  -a  weak  point  in  the  evidence, 
but  had  the  judges  at  the  trial  allow¬ 
ed  the  petitioner  to  plaee  Mr.  Lowry  in 
the  box,  we  venture  to  say  the  reconcilia¬ 
tion  and  .authorization  ;af  agency  would 
have  been  made  clear.  Kobody  here  be¬ 
lieves  that  Lowry  was  noting  the  part  of  a 
traitor.  On  the  contrary,  the  Conservatives 
admit  he  war  acting  in  the  best  of  faith, doing 
what  he  eouk.'  in  the  way. erf  eat-puichasing 
to  procure  Mr.  Roe’s  election.  Mr.  Lowry 
would,  we  l relieve,  have  acknowledged  tkis 
had  he  been  placed  under  oath  and  in  all 
probability  would  have  told  the  source  from 
which  came  the  money  he  used.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore,  to  the  exclusion  of  Mr.  Lowry's  evi¬ 
dence  that  it  may  be  said  Mr.  Roe  owes  the 
retention  of  hi*  seat. 

In  perilling  the  case  to  its  utmost  extent 
the  Reformers  have  discharged  a  public 
duty.

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LENNOX  APPEAL  CASE. 

The  Respondent  Wsoapes  being  Unseated 
by  the  Skin  of  his  Teeth. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  on  Saturday  last  gave 
decision  xn  the  cise  of  the  Lennox  Local 
election.  His  Lordship  the  Chief  Justice  in 
delivering  judgment  said  as  to  the  agency  of 
Lowry  it  was  immaterial  whether  his  being 
a  member  of  the  municipal  council  and  an 
avowed  Conservative  constituted  him  ipeo 
facto  a  member  of  a  nominating  or  executive 
committee.  It  was  certainly  competent  to 
him  to  dfasent  from  being  an  agent,  and  the 
evidence  showed  that  he  did  so  very  em¬ 
phatically  when  asked  by  the  oandidate  him¬ 
self,  and  when  asked  by  Mr.  Elliott,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Conservative 
It  was  said  that  he  afterwards  canvassed  for 
the  respondent,  but  that  of  itself  would  not 
constitute  him  an  agent,  even  if  he  had  in 
good  faith  spoken  to  electors  on  behalf  of 
the  respondent,  especially  after  what  had 
passed.  It  was  not  proved  that  the  respond¬ 
ent  had,  after  his  repudiation  of  agency,  ac¬ 
cepted  him  as  his  agent.  Lowry  aid  commit 
one  act  which 

WAS  AN  ACT  OF  BRIBERY, 
and  if  he  were  an  agent  of  the  respondent  the 
respondent  would  have  been  unseated.  He 
referred  to  the  pseudo-purchase  for  $2  of  a 
cat  from  the  colored  man  Taylor,  One  of 
the  learned  judges  who  tried  the  case,  Judge 
Osier,  entertained  a  suspicion  that  Lowry 
was  playing  false  to  the  respondent.  His 
Lordship  thought  it  clear  that  the  giving  of 
liquor  by  John  Storms  to  several  persons  at 
the  blacksmith  shop  of  Lockwood  was  not 
within  either  section  152  or  153.  In  his 
opinion  the  appeal  should  be  dismissed  with 
costs.

What  an  outcry  s  ordinarily  made 
about  Church  debts  1  They  are  generally 
referred  to  as  an  evidence  that  there  is  a 
very  great  deal  of  depravity  in  the 
churches,  or  nothing  of  the  kind  would 
ever  be  allowed.  Some  church  dignitar¬ 
ies  have  set  their  faces  so  firmly  against 
anything  of  the  kind,  as  to  positively  re¬ 
fuse  to  have  to  do  with  the  dedication  of 
any  church  not  entirely  paid  for.  Of 
course  two-thirds  of  the  “  of  the  world  ” 
applaud  any  such  decision  as  the  just  and 
right  thing.  One  “eminent  man”  has 
lately  taken  a  good  deal  of  pains  to  re¬ 
mark,  as  a  most  singular  thing,  that  all 
the  leading  denominations  have  a  strange 
habit  of  rushing  in  debt.  If  not  in  debt 
already  they  are  surely  about  to  launch 
themselves  into  the  deep  sea.  He  does 
not  say  it  outright  that  all  this  is  very 
wicked,  but  that  this  is  the  inference. 

There  are  surely  two  sides  to  this  ques¬ 
tion.  As  a  matter  of  fact  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  very  fine  churches  that  now 
adorn  the  country  would  be  much  smaller, 
much  less  comfortable,  and  much  less 
creditable  in  appearance  than  they  are  to¬ 
day,  if  those  who  had  to  do  with  their 
erection  had  resolved  not  to  go  into  debt. 
In  a  growing  progressive  country,  such  as 
ours  is,  there  are  few  localities  able  and 
willing  to  command  sufficient  money  for 
church  building  purposes  to  meet  the 
growing  requirements  of  the  next  twenty 
years.  The  churches  determined  not  to 
provide  anything  more  than  they  can  now 
pay  for,  may  stand  on  a  very  solid  founda¬ 
tion,  but  is  it  probable  they  will  find 
room  to  grow  with  the  growth  of  wealth 
and  population  around  them  ?

It  appears  that  the  Germans  are  not 
the  largest  consumers  of  beer  and  other 
malt  liquors,  as  has  generally  been  sup¬ 
posed.  The  editor  of  the  Chemical  Be- 
view ,  of  Chicago,  has  collected  the  statis¬ 
tics  in  regard  to  brewing  from  most  of  the 
leading  countries  in  the  world.  From  a 
table  published  in  that  journal  it  appears 
that  the  production  of  beer  in  the  Ger¬ 
man  Empire  amounts  to  92  quarts  per 
head.  A  large  portion  of  this  beer  is  ex¬ 
ported,  however.  In  the  Austrian  Em¬ 
pire  the  production  of  beer  amounts  to  34 
quarts  per  inhabitant.  In  Great  Britain 
each  inhabitant  is  credited  with  115 
I  quarts  of  very  strong  beer.  In  United 
States  the  production  of  beer  per  inhabi¬ 
tant  is  40  quarts.  In  D-mark  it  is  11:' 
quarts,  in  Belgium  71,  in^  ranee  24,  ii 
the  Netherlands  51,  in  Norway  43,  ii 
Sweden  40,  in  Switzerland  39.  Ii 
Russia  only  4  quarts  of  beer  are  manu¬ 
factured  for  each  inhabitant,  while  th* 
production  in  Italy  is  but  the  tenth  part 
of  that  amount.  Apparently  malt  li¬ 
quors  are  not  manufactured  in  Spain, 
Portugal,  Greece,  and  Turkey.  In  mcNt 
wine-producing  countries  the  Consump¬ 
tion  of  malt  liquors  is  very  small.  In 
Russia  distilled  liquors  are  principally 
drank.  The  three  Scandinavian  coun¬ 
tries  consume  large  quantities  of  both  fer¬ 
mented  and  distilled  liquors.  The  con¬ 
sumption  of  beer  and  other  malt  liquors 
is  increasing  fasten  in  the  United  States 
than  in  any  other  country  in  the  world. 
The  consumption,  however,  is  chiefly 
limited  to  the  Northern  States.  In  the 
States  south  of  the  Ohio  River  there  are 
very  few  breweries  and  little  demand  for 
them.  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
States  west  of  them  produce  nearly  all 
the  beer  made  in  the  entire  country.— 
Earning  Standard

t'onsumpf  ion  of  Boer  In  tJie  Paris  Hospi¬ 
tals. 

As  some  answer  to  the  protests  which 
have  been  made  against  his  peremptory 
prohibition  of  beer  for  the  patients  of  the 
hospitals,  the  Director  of  the  Assistance 
I’ublique  publishes  some  of  the  figures, 
which  have  justified  as  he  thinks,  his 
too  indiscriminate  resolution.  It  seotns 
that  the  quantity  of  beer  consumed  at  the 
Hotel  Dieurose  from  37  litres  in  1875  to 
13,510  in  1882  ;  at  the  Pitie  from  700  to 
8,005  ;  at  the  Charite  from  1,870  to  13,- 
473  ;  and  at  the  St.  Antoine  from  3,708 
to  14,540.  The  whole  of  the  hospital 
establishments  consumed  28,005  litres  in 
1875  and  151,174  in  1882.  The  con-’ 
sumption  of  vin  qpdinairc  (which  has  the 
reputation  <»f  being  very  good  in  the  Paris 
hospitals)  rose  from  1,803,128  litres  in 
1875  to  2,0S0,728  in  1882  ;  that  of  Ban- 
yuls  wine  rose  from  50,881  litres  to  128,- 
584,  and  Bordeaux  from  78,814  litres  to 
103,088.  There  were  also  1,130,531  litres 
of  milk  consumed  in  1875,  and  2,075,099 
in  1882.  The  increase  in  the  consump¬ 
tion  in  beer,  therefore,  has  not  been 
caused  by  its  substitution  for  wine  or 
milk,  the  beer  being  an  absolute  addition. 
“But  who  drank  all  this  beer  ?”  asked  one 
of  the  municipal  councillors.  “That  I 
cannot  tell,”  replied  M.  Quentin, 
“though  it  is  certain  that  all  these  sup¬ 
plementary  quantities  did  not  profit  the 
patients.”

Laboring  and  Managing. 

Some  old  fashioned*  notions  about  the 
value  of  example  have  induced  managers 
of  mechanical  establishments  to  become 
shop  hands  and  to  spend  their  time  among 
their  workmen  as  one  of  themselves,  shar¬ 
ing  their  employments.  To  a  certain  ex¬ 
tent  such  a  practice,  occasionally,  may 
have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  workmen 
without  injury  to  the  business.  But 
there  are  cares  and  duties  connected 
with  the  successful  prosecution  of  any 
business  that  are  not  wtyolly  those  of  the 
employes.  A  business  must  be  managed 
as  certainly  as  the  work  must  be  done, 
and  it  requires  an  unusually  versatile  man 
who  can  be  one  of  his  own  workmen  and 
thoir  own  manager  at  the  same  time.

Never  allow  any  one  to  tickle  your 
horse  in  the  stable.  The  animal  only  feels 
the  torment  and  does  not  understand  the 
joke.  Vicious  habits  are  thus  easily 
brought  on. 

To  .procure  a  good  coat  on  your  horse, 
use  plenty  of  rubbing  and  brushing. 
Plenty  of  “elbow  grease”  opens  the  pores, 
softens  the  skin  and  promotes  the  animal’s 
general  health. 

Let  his  legs  be  well  rubbed  by  the 
hand.  Nothing  so  soon  removes  strain. 
It  also  detects  thorns  or  splinters,  soothes 
the  animal  and  enables  him  to  feel  com¬ 
fortable.

Let  your  horse  stand  loose,  if  possible, 
without  being  tied  up  to  the  manger.

Large  congregations  assembled  in  St. 
Mary  Magdalene's  church,  last  Sunday,  to 
welcome  Rev.  J.  J.  Bogert,  Rector  of 
St.  Alban’s,  Ottawa,  formerly  rector  of 
this  parish.  In  the  morning  the  reverend 
gentleman  occupied  the  pulpit  and  preached 
an  excellent  sermon.  In  the  evening  the 
diocesian  missionary  meeting  was  held,  Rev. 
Mr.  Bogert  being  the  delegate  of  the  mission 
board.  After  the  service,  Venerable  Arch¬ 
deacon  Jones  pointed  out  the  importance  of 
the  mission  work  in  the  diocese  and  how  lit¬ 
tle  attention  had  been  given  it  by  the  Nap- 
anee  congregation  last  year,  the  report 
showing  larger  subscriptions  from  Camden 
East,  which  was  itself  up  to  the  present 
year  a  mission,  and  from  Tyendinaga,  than 
from  Napanee.  He  hoped  the  report  for  this 
year  would  make  a  better  showing.  Rev. 
Mr.  Bogert,  before  entering  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  his  visit,  expressed  the  pleasure  he 
experienced  in  meeting  with  his  former  par- 
ishoners  whom  he  labored  among  for  nearly 
twenty  years.  He  congratulated  them  on 
the  evidences  of  the  church’s  progress,  not 
only  financially,  but  in  the  means  adopted  in 
making  the  worship  of  God  more  attractive, 
by  bright  music  and  tasteful  decoration  of 
the  church.

Napanee  has  not  got  any  money 
for  gospel  tramps,  and  because  some  stood 
up  for  what  was  right,  they  got  such  epi¬ 
thets  as  the  following  hurled  at  them:  “Get 
your  own  door  yard  clean,’’  “You  are  like 
the  harlot  who  wiped  her  mouth  and  said 
she  was  clean.”  The  above,  I  understand, 
came  from  Major  Moore  to  Mr.  Chas.  Stev¬ 
ens,  our  late  treasurer.  Under  such  circum¬ 
stances  is  it  any  wonder  that  the  Army  has 
not  got  along  well  of  late?  I  think  it  might 
do  the  parties  I  refer  to,  good,  to  read  the 
7th  chapter  of  Joshua  and  govern  themselves 
accordingly.  One  of  the  paid  officers  a  few 
weeks  ago,  when  in  Napanee,  sang,  “I’m 
right  down  glad  that  1  ever  joined  the

In  the  last  place,  it  has  been  imagined 
that  I  desire  to  monopolize  the  honor  of 
erecting  a  memorial  Loyalist  church,  so  that 
it  shall  be  the  only  one  in  the  whole  circuit 
of  Quinte’s  Bay.  But  this  is  a  mistake,  and 
one  which  the  concluding  words  of  my  letter 
should  have  prevented,  in  which  I  distinctly 
stated  that  I  did  not  broach  my  project  “  as 
the  only  edifice  of  the  kind  which  should  be 
erected,  nor  as  the  only  description  of  me¬ 
morial  appropriate  to  coinemorate  those 
worthy  men,  but  as  one  whose  character 
would  meet  the  ideas  and  wishes  of  numbers 
of  their  descendants.”
